The Doctor 
Says:

Many elderly patients with dis- 


abling conditions can be rehabili- 
tated if active treatment is start- 
ed early. Hospitals report an in- 
crenMng number of such pa*.len.s. 
as the result of prolongntion of life 
through disease prevention in you- 
th. 


When a paitent develops a dis- 


order associated with 
advanced 


years, there is a tendency to pro- 
vide custodial care without active 
medical treatment. Patients who 
could be up arid around remain in 
bed, 
where they become a burden 


to their attendants as their mus- 
cles weaken and their joints stiff- 
en from inactivity. 


As soon as possible after an el- 


derly person has been stricken, he 
should 'remain out of bed for short 
periods each day, and should be 
encouraged to stand and walk, ev- 
en though supports are necessary. 
Heat, massage and exercise helt> 
to revive the body muscles, which 
are temporarily dormant even tho- 
ugh the affected" part of the body 
remains unchanged. 


If possible, self-care should be 


taught to all disabled patients. They 
should eat their meals at a bedside 
table or go to the dining room. 
Men should be encouraged to sha- 
ve and all should be asked to 
take their own b.aths even though 
this is difficult in the beginning. 


Attention'to personal appearance 


is helpful in rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Participation in activities 
about the institution and a pro- 
gram of games and sports is stim- 
ulating. Occupational therapy helps 
to hasten recovery, as it teaches 
the victim to make useful things 
which an be sold. 


Efficient Homes 
. 


Home's for elderly persons can 


be so efficiently run that the ma- 
jority are either taking part in co- 
mmunity life, or working at some 
position part time. In the past, 
aged patients were considered per- 
manently afflicted but, today, 
many are being restored to social 
and conomic usefulness. 


Hospitals for disabled elderly per- 


sons must guard against develop- 
ing chronic invalidism 
in 
their 


charges. Their best chance of pre- 
vention is to start early and to 
push their rehabilitation program 
with enthusiasm and persistence.

Many elderly patients with dis- 


abling conditions can be rehabili- 
tated if active treatment is start- 
ed early. Hospitals report an in- 
crenMng number of such pa*.len.s. 
as the result of prolongntion of life 
through disease prevention in you- 
th. 


When a paitent develops a dis- 


order associated with 
advanced 


years, there is a tendency to pro- 
vide custodial care without active 
medical treatment. Patients who 
could be up arid around remain in 
bed, 
where they become a burden 


to their attendants as their mus- 
cles weaken and their joints stiff- 
en from inactivity. 


As soon as possible after an el- 


derly person has been stricken, he 
should 'remain out of bed for short 
periods each day, and should be 
encouraged to stand and walk, ev- 
en though supports are necessary. 
Heat, massage and exercise helt> 
to revive the body muscles, which 
are temporarily dormant even tho- 
ugh the affected" part of the body 
remains unchanged. 


If possible, self-care should be 


taught to all disabled patients. They 
should eat their meals at a bedside 
table or go to the dining room. 
Men should be encouraged to sha- 
ve and all should be asked to 
take their own b.aths even though 
this is difficult in the beginning. 


Attention'to personal appearance 


is helpful in rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Participation in activities 
about the institution and a pro- 
gram of games and sports is stim- 
ulating. Occupational therapy helps 
to hasten recovery, as it teaches 
the victim to make useful things 
which an be sold. 


Efficient Homes 
. 


Home's for elderly persons can 


be so efficiently run that the ma- 
jority are either taking part in co- 
mmunity life, or working at some 
position part time. In the past, 
aged patients were considered per- 
manently afflicted but, today, 
many are being restored to social 
and conomic usefulness. 


Hospitals for disabled elderly per- 


sons must guard against develop- 
ing chronic invalidism 
in 
their 


charges. Their best chance of pre- 
vention is to start early and to 
push their rehabilitation program 
with enthusiasm and persistence.

The Doctor 
Says:

Many elderly patients with dis- 


abling conditions can be rehabili- 
tated if active treatment is start- 
ed early. Hospitals report an in- 
crenMng number of such pa*.len.s. 
as the result of prolongntion of life 
through disease prevention in you- 
th. 


When a paitent develops a dis- 


order associated with 
advanced 


years, there is a tendency to pro- 
vide custodial care without active 
medical treatment. Patients who 
could be up arid around remain in 
bed, 
where they become a burden 


to their attendants as their mus- 
cles weaken and their joints stiff- 
en from inactivity. 


As soon as possible after an el- 


derly person has been stricken, he 
should 'remain out of bed for short 
periods each day, and should be 
encouraged to stand and walk, ev- 
en though supports are necessary. 
Heat, massage and exercise helt> 
to revive the body muscles, which 
are temporarily dormant even tho- 
ugh the affected" part of the body 
remains unchanged. 


If possible, self-care should be 


taught to all disabled patients. They 
should eat their meals at a bedside 
table or go to the dining room. 
Men should be encouraged to sha- 
ve and all should be asked to 
take their own b.aths even though 
this is difficult in the beginning. 


Attention'to personal appearance 


is helpful in rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Participation in activities 
about the institution and a pro- 
gram of games and sports is stim- 
ulating. Occupational therapy helps 
to hasten recovery, as it teaches 
the victim to make useful things 
which an be sold. 


Efficient Homes 
. 


Home's for elderly persons can 


be so efficiently run that the ma- 
jority are either taking part in co- 
mmunity life, or working at some 
position part time. In the past, 
aged patients were considered per- 
manently afflicted but, today, 
many are being restored to social 
and conomic usefulness. 


Hospitals for disabled elderly per- 


sons must guard against develop- 
ing chronic invalidism 
in 
their 


charges. Their best chance of pre- 
vention is to start early and to 
push their rehabilitation program 
with enthusiasm and persistence.

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The Doctor 
Says:

Many elderly patients with dis- 


abling conditions can be rehabili- 
tated if active treatment is start- 
ed early. Hospitals report an in- 
crenMng number of such pa*.len.s. 
as the result of prolongntion of life 
through disease prevention in you- 
th. 


When a paitent develops a dis- 


order associated with 
advanced 


years, there is a tendency to pro- 
vide custodial care without active 
medical treatment. Patients who 
could be up arid around remain in 
bed, 
where they become a burden 


to their attendants as their mus- 
cles weaken and their joints stiff- 
en from inactivity. 


As soon as possible after an el- 


derly person has been stricken, he 
should 'remain out of bed for short 
periods each day, and should be 
encouraged to stand and walk, ev- 
en though supports are necessary. 
Heat, massage and exercise helt> 
to revive the body muscles, which 
are temporarily dormant even tho- 
ugh the affected" part of the body 
remains unchanged. 


If possible, self-care should be 


taught to all disabled patients. They 
should eat their meals at a bedside 
table or go to the dining room. 
Men should be encouraged to sha- 
ve and all should be asked to 
take their own b.aths even though 
this is difficult in the beginning. 


Attention'to personal appearance 


is helpful in rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Participation in activities 
about the institution and a pro- 
gram of games and sports is stim- 
ulating. Occupational therapy helps 
to hasten recovery, as it teaches 
the victim to make useful things 
which an be sold. 


Efficient Homes 
. 


Home's for elderly persons can 


be so efficiently run that the ma- 
jority are either taking part in co- 
mmunity life, or working at some 
position part time. In the past, 
aged patients were considered per- 
manently afflicted but, today, 
many are being restored to social 
and conomic usefulness. 


Hospitals for disabled elderly per- 


sons must guard against develop- 
ing chronic invalidism 
in 
their 


charges. Their best chance of pre- 
vention is to start early and to 
push their rehabilitation program 
with enthusiasm and persistence.

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The Doctor 
Says:

Many elderly patients with dis- 


abling conditions can be rehabili- 
tated if active treatment is start- 
ed early. Hospitals report an in- 
crenMng number of such pa*.len.s. 
as the result of prolongntion of life 
through disease prevention in you- 
th. 


When a paitent develops a dis- 


order associated with 
advanced 


years, there is a tendency to pro- 
vide custodial care without active 
medical treatment. Patients who 
could be up arid around remain in 
bed, 
where they become a burden 


to their attendants as their mus- 
cles weaken and their joints stiff- 
en from inactivity. 


As soon as possible after an el- 


derly person has been stricken, he 
should 'remain out of bed for short 
periods each day, and should be 
encouraged to stand and walk, ev- 
en though supports are necessary. 
Heat, massage and exercise helt> 
to revive the body muscles, which 
are temporarily dormant even tho- 
ugh the affected" part of the body 
remains unchanged. 


If possible, self-care should be 


taught to all disabled patients. They 
should eat their meals at a bedside 
table or go to the dining room. 
Men should be encouraged to sha- 
ve and all should be asked to 
take their own b.aths even though 
this is difficult in the beginning. 


Attention'to personal appearance 


is helpful in rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Participation in activities 
about the institution and a pro- 
gram of games and sports is stim- 
ulating. Occupational therapy helps 
to hasten recovery, as it teaches 
the victim to make useful things 
which an be sold. 


Efficient Homes 
. 


Home's for elderly persons can 


be so efficiently run that the ma- 
jority are either taking part in co- 
mmunity life, or working at some 
position part time. In the past, 
aged patients were considered per- 
manently afflicted but, today, 
many are being restored to social 
and conomic usefulness. 


Hospitals for disabled elderly per- 


sons must guard against develop- 
ing chronic invalidism 
in 
their 


charges. Their best chance of pre- 
vention is to start early and to 
push their rehabilitation program 
with enthusiasm and persistence.

Many elderly patients with dis- 


abling conditions can be rehabili- 
tated if active treatment is start- 
ed early. Hospitals report an in- 
crenMng number of such pa*.len.s. 
as the result of prolongntion of life 
through disease prevention in you- 
th. 


When a paitent develops a dis- 


order associated with 
advanced 


years, there is a tendency to pro- 
vide custodial care without active 
medical treatment. Patients who 
could be up arid around remain in 
bed, 
where they become a burden 


to their attendants as their mus- 
cles weaken and their joints stiff- 
en from inactivity. 


As soon as possible after an el- 


derly person has been stricken, he 
should 'remain out of bed for short 
periods each day, and should be 
encouraged to stand and walk, ev- 
en though supports are necessary. 
Heat, massage and exercise helt> 
to revive the body muscles, which 
are temporarily dormant even tho- 
ugh the affected" part of the body 
remains unchanged. 


If possible, self-care should be 


taught to all disabled patients. They 
should eat their meals at a bedside 
table or go to the dining room. 
Men should be encouraged to sha- 
ve and all should be asked to 
take their own b.aths even though 
this is difficult in the beginning. 


Attention'to personal appearance 


is helpful in rehabilitation pro- 
grams. Participation in activities 
about the institution and a pro- 
gram of games and sports is stim- 
ulating. Occupational therapy helps 
to hasten recovery, as it teaches 
the victim to make useful things 
which an be sold. 


Efficient Homes 
. 


Home's for elderly persons can 


be so efficiently run that the ma- 
jority are either taking part in co- 
mmunity life, or working at some 
position part time. In the past, 
aged patients were considered per- 
manently afflicted but, today, 
many are being restored to social 
and conomic usefulness. 


Hospitals for disabled elderly per- 


sons must guard against develop- 
ing chronic invalidism 
in 
their 


charges. Their best chance of pre- 
vention is to start early and to 
push their rehabilitation program 
with enthusiasm and persistence.

London, Dec. 3 — (If)— Czecho- 
slovak Foreign Minister Jan Ma- 
saryk said today 
the 
European 
states of the Russian orbit mignt 
enter a "loose 
regional 
defense 


agreement," in f jll accord with the 
United Nations charter, if the Big 
Four powers lailcd here to write a 
peace treaty for Germany. 


Masaryk 
emphasized 
however, 


that in his 
view 
"an 
absolute 
break" in the current four-power 
lalks is "neither likely .nor neces- 
sary." 


In the interview, Masaryk indi- 


cated such states as O-echpslovak- 
ia, Yugoslavia, Albania, Bulgaria, 
Romania and -Hungty would have 
to consider revamping their entire 
foreign policies in relation; to • Ger- 
many and Europe if:the Big Four 
split on a peace treaty. 


"For our part we Czechoslovaks 


believe in cooperating with all our 
neighbors," he said. "We will do 
business with everybody. We want 
to be friends with everyone. We 
know central Europe pretty well. 
But we arc opposed to .the idea of 
a central European federation, the 
imminence of which Has been wide- 
ly- rumored recently." 
He made his 
defense 
alliance 
statement in answer to a newsman 
who drew attention to Foreign Sec- 
retary Bevin's warning last week 
that Britain could not indefinitely 
leave Europe in "chaos;" 
Bevin 
reserved Britain's right to take in- 
dependent action if the council of 
foreign ministers continued to dis- 
agree.

Steps to Take 
in Planting 
a Tree 


Here are the steps in planting 
a tree: 


1. Select from the nursery 
dr 


native woods a thrifty tree of a 


(hardy species approximately 
six 
| to ten feet high. Care should be 


I taken to select a tree with one 
central leader and strong crotches. 


2. Dig the planting hole before 


digging the tree. Mane a circular 
hole 
with vertical sides 
about 


two 
feet 
deep and three feet 


broad. The hole should be large 
enough to provide for the roots 
without crowding. 


3. Dig the tree carefully, pre- 


serving all the roots possible and 
wrap them with damp burlap as 
soon as the tree is lifted. 


4.- Prune the tree properly, re- 


moving 
approximately 
one-half 


the branches with a sharp prun- 
ing knife or snips. Leave no pro- 
truding stubs. Do not cut back the 
leader. Remove surplus branches 
irqni the lower trunk and surplus 
twigs along the scaffold branches. 


5. Place the tree in the center 


of the hole, and hold it in a ver- 
tical position. Arrange the roots 
by distributing them evenly in 
tne hole. Prune 
of 
the ends if 


any ragged 
broken roots. 
Hold 


the tree so it will be as deep or 
a trifle deeper than it formerly 
stood in the soil. 
6.: Fill in the hole using well 


pulverized topsoil free from trash 
and be careful to leave no air 
spaces. Keep all roots six inches 
or deeper beneath the final sur- 
face. \vhen all roots are covered, 
pack the soil as the hole is filled 
by .tramping with the feet. 


7. Trees ten iect or taller should 


be supported by stakes and guy 
wires, ' using old rubber hose or 
burlap in contact with the tree. 


When the. tree will stand alone 


and before the hole is quite fil- 
led, apply enough water tu SOUK 
completely to tne bottom of the 
original planting hole. Tnis usu- 
ally requires 6 to 10 buckcisful (15 
to 30 gallons). 
If using a hose, 


fill the hole completely and lei 
it soak away. 


iV Finish filling the hole, leav- 


ing a saucer 
shaped 
retainer 


about the tree three to four feet 
broad. If the tree is on a slight 
slope, flare the upper rim of this 
small terrace so as to catch water 
Irom normal 
rainfall. 


10. When sufficient rainfall docs 


not arrive, fill the retainer about 


once each week. Don't wait until 
the tree looks sick. Keep it heal- 
thy. Watching the soil will tell you 
when it needs water. Watching the 
tree tells you only when it is dy- 
ing, and that is usually too late 
for a favorable response to wa- 
tering.

one year. 


This gave you a profit of :?250— 


or 2 1-2 percent—on the deal—$50 
more than you could have received 
from Ihe government at the 2 per- 
cent interest rate. 


(It would have been a profit of 


¥350—or 3 1-2 percent — but the 
bank had charged you $100, or 1 
percent, interest on the use of the 
bank money for one year.)

Steps to Take 
in Planting 
a Tree 


Here are the steps in planting 
a tree: 


1. Select from the nursery 
dr 


native woods a thrifty tree of a 


(hardy species approximately 
six 
| to ten feet high. Care should be 


I taken to select a tree with one 
central leader and strong crotches. 


2. Dig the planting hole before 


digging the tree. Mane a circular 
hole 
with vertical sides 
about 


two 
feet 
deep and three feet 


broad. The hole should be large 
enough to provide for the roots 
without crowding. 


3. Dig the tree carefully, pre- 


serving all the roots possible and 
wrap them with damp burlap as 
soon as the tree is lifted. 


4.- Prune the tree properly, re- 


moving 
approximately 
one-half 


the branches with a sharp prun- 
ing knife or snips. Leave no pro- 
truding stubs. Do not cut back the 
leader. Remove surplus branches 
irqni the lower trunk and surplus 
twigs along the scaffold branches. 


5. Place the tree in the center 


of the hole, and hold it in a ver- 
tical position. Arrange the roots 
by distributing them evenly in 
tne hole. Prune 
of 
the ends if 


any ragged 
broken roots. 
Hold 


the tree so it will be as deep or 
a trifle deeper than it formerly 
stood in the soil. 
6.: Fill in the hole using well 


pulverized topsoil free from trash 
and be careful to leave no air 
spaces. Keep all roots six inches 
or deeper beneath the final sur- 
face. \vhen all roots are covered, 
pack the soil as the hole is filled 
by .tramping with the feet. 


7. Trees ten iect or taller should 


be supported by stakes and guy 
wires, ' using old rubber hose or 
burlap in contact with the tree. 


When the. tree will stand alone 


and before the hole is quite fil- 
led, apply enough water tu SOUK 
completely to tne bottom of the 
original planting hole. Tnis usu- 
ally requires 6 to 10 buckcisful (15 
to 30 gallons). 
If using a hose, 


fill the hole completely and lei 
it soak away. 


iV Finish filling the hole, leav- 


ing a saucer 
shaped 
retainer 


about the tree three to four feet 
broad. If the tree is on a slight 
slope, flare the upper rim of this 
small terrace so as to catch water 
Irom normal 
rainfall. 


10. When sufficient rainfall docs 


not arrive, fill the retainer about 


once each week. Don't wait until 
the tree looks sick. Keep it heal- 
thy. Watching the soil will tell you 
when it needs water. Watching the 
tree tells you only when it is dy- 
ing, and that is usually too late 
for a favorable response to wa- 
tering.

In the interview, Masaryk indi- 


cated such states as O-echpslovak- 
ia, Yugoslavia, Albania, Bulgaria, 
Romania and -Hungty would have 
to consider revamping their entire 
foreign policies in relation; to • Ger- 
many and Europe if:the Big Four 
split on a peace treaty. 


"For our part we Czechoslovaks 


believe in cooperating with all our 
neighbors," he said. "We will do 
business with everybody.

Steps to Take 
in Planting 
a Tree 


Here are the steps in planting 
a tree: 


1. Select from the nursery 
dr 


native woods a thrifty tree of a 


(hardy species approximately 
six 
| to ten feet high. Care should be 


I taken to select a tree with one 
central leader and strong crotches. 


2. Dig the planting hole before 


digging the tree. Mane a circular 
hole 
with vertical sides 
about 


two 
feet 
deep and three feet 


broad. The hole should be large 
enough to provide for the roots 
without crowding. 


3. Dig the tree carefully, pre- 


serving all the roots possible and 
wrap them with damp burlap as 
soon as the tree is lifted. 


4.- Prune the tree properly, re- 


moving 
approximately 
one-half 


the branches with a sharp prun- 
ing knife or snips. Leave no pro- 
truding stubs. Do not cut back the 
leader. Remove surplus branches 
irqni the lower trunk and surplus 
twigs along the scaffold branches. 


5. Place the tree in the center 


of the hole, and hold it in a ver- 
tical position. Arrange the roots 
by distributing them evenly in 
tne hole. Prune 
of 
the ends if 


any ragged 
broken roots. 
Hold 


the tree so it will be as deep or 
a trifle deeper than it formerly 
stood in the soil. 
6.: Fill in the hole using well 


pulverized topsoil free from trash 
and be careful to leave no air 
spaces. Keep all roots six inches 
or deeper beneath the final sur- 
face. \vhen all roots are covered, 
pack the soil as the hole is filled 
by .tramping with the feet. 


7. Trees ten iect or taller should 


be supported by stakes and guy 
wires, ' using old rubber hose or 
burlap in contact with the tree. 


When the. tree will stand alone 


and before the hole is quite fil- 
led, apply enough water tu SOUK 
completely to tne bottom of the 
original planting hole. Tnis usu- 
ally requires 6 to 10 buckcisful (15 
to 30 gallons). 
If using a hose, 


fill the hole completely and lei 
it soak away. 


iV Finish filling the hole, leav- 


ing a saucer 
shaped 
retainer 


about the tree three to four feet 
broad. If the tree is on a slight 
slope, flare the upper rim of this 
small terrace so as to catch water 
Irom normal 
rainfall. 


10. When sufficient rainfall docs 


not arrive, fill the retainer about 


once each week. Don't wait until 
the tree looks sick. Keep it heal- 
thy. Watching the soil will tell you 
when it needs water. Watching the 
tree tells you only when it is dy- 
ing, and that is usually too late 
for a favorable response to wa- 
tering.

Steps to Take 
in Planting 
a Tree 


Here are the steps in planting 
a tree: 


1. Select from the nursery 
dr 


native woods a thrifty tree of a 


(hardy species approximately 
six 
| to ten feet high. Care should be 


I taken to select a tree with one 
central leader and strong crotches. 


2. Dig the planting hole before 


digging the tree. Mane a circular 
hole 
with vertical sides 
about 


two 
feet 
deep and three feet 


broad. The hole should be large 
enough to provide for the roots 
without crowding. 


3. Dig the tree carefully, pre- 


serving all the roots possible and 
wrap them with damp burlap as 
soon as the tree is lifted. 


4.- Prune the tree properly, re- 


moving 
approximately 
one-half 


the branches with a sharp prun- 
ing knife or snips. Leave no pro- 
truding stubs. Do not cut back the 
leader. Remove surplus branches 
irqni the lower trunk and surplus 
twigs along the scaffold branches. 


5. Place the tree in the center 


of the hole, and hold it in a ver- 
tical position. Arrange the roots 
by distributing them evenly in 
tne hole. Prune 
of 
the ends if 


any ragged 
broken roots. 
Hold 


the tree so it will be as deep or 
a trifle deeper than it formerly 
stood in the soil. 
6.: Fill in the hole using well 


pulverized topsoil free from trash 
and be careful to leave no air 
spaces. Keep all roots six inches 
or deeper beneath the final sur- 
face. \vhen all roots are covered, 
pack the soil as the hole is filled 
by .tramping with the feet. 


7. Trees ten iect or taller should 


be supported by stakes and guy 
wires, ' using old rubber hose or 
burlap in contact with the tree. 


When the. tree will stand alone 


and before the hole is quite fil- 
led, apply enough water tu SOUK 
completely to tne bottom of the 
original planting hole. Tnis usu- 
ally requires 6 to 10 buckcisful (15 
to 30 gallons). 
If using a hose, 


fill the hole completely and lei 
it soak away. 


iV Finish filling the hole, leav- 


ing a saucer 
shaped 
retainer 


about the tree three to four feet 
broad. If the tree is on a slight 
slope, flare the upper rim of this 
small terrace so as to catch water 
Irom normal 
rainfall. 


10. When sufficient rainfall docs

Steps to Take 
in Planting 
a Tree 


Here are the steps in planting 
a tree: 


1. Select from the nursery 
dr 


native woods a thrifty tree of a 


(hardy species approximately 
six 
| to ten feet high. Care should be 


I taken to select a tree with one 
central leader and strong crotches. 


2. Dig the planting hole before 


digging the tree. Mane a circular 
hole 
with vertical sides 
about 


two 
feet 
deep and three feet 


broad. The hole should be large 
enough to provide for the roots 
without crowding. 


3. Dig the tree carefully, pre- 


serving all the roots possible and 
wrap them with damp burlap as 
soon as the tree is lifted. 


4.- Prune the tree properly, re- 


moving 
approximately 
one-half 


the branches with a sharp prun- 
ing knife or snips. Leave no pro- 
truding stubs. Do not cut back the 
leader. Remove surplus branches 
irqni the lower trunk and surplus 
twigs along the scaffold branches. 


5. Place the tree in the center 


of the hole, and hold it in a ver- 
tical position. Arrange the roots 
by distributing them evenly in 
tne hole. Prune 
of 
the ends if 


any ragged 
broken roots. 
Hold 


the tree so it will be as deep or 
a trifle deeper than it formerly 
stood in the soil. 
6.: Fill in the hole using well 


pulverized topsoil free from trash 
and be careful to leave no air 
spaces. Keep all roots six inches 
or deeper beneath the final sur- 
face. \vhen all roots are covered, 
pack the soil as the hole is filled 
by .tramping with the feet. 


7. Trees ten iect or taller should 


be supported by stakes and guy 
wires, ' using old rubber hose or 
burlap in contact with the tree. 


When the. tree will stand alone 


and before the hole is quite fil- 
led, apply enough water tu SOUK 
completely to tne bottom of the 
original planting hole. Tnis usu- 
ally requires 6 to 10 buckcisful (15 
to 30 gallons). 
If using a hose, 


fill the hole completely and lei 
it soak away. 


iV Finish filling the hole, leav- 


ing a saucer 
shaped 
retainer 


about the tree three to four feet 
broad. If the tree is on a slight 
slope, flare the upper rim of this 
small terrace so as to catch water 
Irom normal 
rainfall. 


10. When sufficient rainfall docs 


not arrive, fill the retainer about 


once each week. Don't wait until 
the tree looks sick. Keep it heal- 
thy. Watching the soil will tell you 
when it needs water. Watching the 
tree tells you only when it is dy- 
ing, and that is usually too late 
for a favorable response to wa- 
tering.

I taken to select a tree with one 
central leader and strong crotches. 


2. Dig the planting hole before 


digging the tree. Mane a circular 
hole 
with vertical sides 
about 


two 
feet 
deep and three feet 


broad. The hole should be large 
enough to provide for the roots 
without crowding. 


3. Dig the tree carefully, pre- 


serving all the roots possible and 
wrap them with damp burlap as 
soon as the tree is lifted. 


4.- Prune the tree properly, re- 


moving 
approximately 
one-half 


the branches with a sharp prun- 
ing knife or snips. Leave no pro- 
truding stubs. Do not cut back the 
leader. Remove surplus branches 
irqni the lower trunk and surplus 
twigs along the scaffold branches. 


5. Place the tree in the center 


of the hole, and hold it in a ver- 
tical position. Arrange the roots 
by distributing them evenly in 
tne hole. Prune 
of 
the ends if 


any ragged 
broken roots. 
Hold 


the tree so it will be as deep or 
a trifle deeper than it formerly 
stood in the soil. 
6.: Fill in the hole using well 


pulverized topsoil free from trash 
and be careful to leave no air 
spaces. Keep all roots six inches 
or deeper beneath the final sur- 
face. \vhen all roots are covered, 
pack the soil as the hole is filled 
by .tramping with the feet. 


7. Trees ten iect or taller should 


be supported by stakes and guy 
wires, ' using old rubber hose or 
burlap in contact with the tree. 


When the. tree will stand alone 


and before the hole is quite fil- 
led, apply enough water tu SOUK 
completely to tne bottom of the 
original planting hole. Tnis usu- 
ally requires 6 to 10 buckcisful (15 
to 30 gallons). 
If using a hose, 


fill the hole completely and lei 
it soak away. 


iV Finish filling the hole, leav- 


ing a saucer 
shaped 
retainer 


about the tree three to four feet 
broad. If the tree is on a slight 
slope, flare the upper rim of this 
small terrace so as to catch water 
Irom normal 
rainfall. 


10. When sufficient rainfall docs 


not arrive, fill the retainer about 


once each week. Don't wait until 
the tree looks sick. Keep it heal- 
thy. Watching the soil will tell you 
when it needs water. Watching the 
tree tells you only when it is dy- 
ing, and that is usually too late 
for a favorable response to wa- 
tering.

For just as it is free- 
ly admitted that the American peo- 
ple are going to help Europe be- 
cause of enlightened self-interest, 
as well as compassion, so it should 
also be admitted that Europe's af- 
fection for us depends on our a- 
binty and willingness to help 


If the ERP cannot be put'on a 
) business basis, it can at least be 


put on a realistic one. We hear 
less talk today about America's 
debt to England for standing alone 
in the precarious year after Dun- 
kirk. It would be well if it never 
were heard again. The English did 
not stand alone—for which eternal 
praise to them—but they did it to 
defend their country and its insti- 
utions, their families and them- 
selves. They didn't fight with their 
backs to the wall to preserve con- 
tinental America unscathed, even 
though that was one fortunate re- 
suit of their brave stand.
